judge: We have wrighten enoygh of that, that which dot þ move Us now to fiznific Our de- 
fires unto vou, 1s to undeſeun you from the fair: blandiſhments and falfe pretences which ar 
endeavoured ro be impoſed on you as on others Cities and Townes, who inſtrad of Obedi- 
ence, waich 1s only acceptable unto Kings, make Reb:llion the daily facrifice which they of« 
fer unto Us in a boſliel manner. But We doubt not but that you are as vigclent of Our Per- 
ſon & ſafety, as We are carcfu'l of your go od and preſervation, for albeit We have b'n tem p- 
ted to high Indignation, Yet We bad rather preſwade then compell the affections ofOur Loy- 
all Subjects : And ſince ſuch an urgant necefity lyes upon you, that you are forc' to Declare , 
your ſ{clves my friends vr foes, under a ſtrang diſtrat on of Us your KING, and O.:r Parlia- 
ment. We cannot conceive that the Rebellicus inſlegation of ſome malcyolents ro Our Perizn 
ſhall be powerfull to writh and bend your inclinatio::s to oppoſe Me in ſtanding as ſuppor- 
tars of thoſe ayri Pillers that have led this Nation into a wilde:nefle of Rebellion. Can you 
finde more plaine dealing then in the true cander of your KING ? or are the Plundripg your 
houſes ? with all the caract-rs written in bloud by to many ſwords,better argumcurs to thruſt 
you forwards to diftructions, then My words can beto {tay the fure of an unlawfull gronn t- 
leſſe Warr, 15s miſery better then a peaceable Governmeat,npſtart Cocks more preveland chea 
the true Religion, and the detcndor of the Faith of no higher eſteeme, then the confounders 
of all Chriſtian picty. We ſhould then thinke that there were no G © D, aid belecye with

that Gop doth not ſuffer Princis thou much 1njnared, to be oprefled, for he in his owne cauſe 
will be their vindication, and therefore as you {et a high prize and eſtecmat ion of Gops fa- 
vour, and the favour of your Soveraigne, let your keart make a generall aſsociation to land. 
as youare bound 1n Allegiance for your K1NG: and hereof faile not, as you will anſwer it at 
your perils before the tribunall of GoD, Weare but bis viſgerant, yet oftences committed a- 
- gainſt Us ſhall by his Divine Juſtice be bereafter punnzſhed , but if Our preſent Letters dg 
worke you to a conſtant Loyall Obediance, you may expect Heayens bleſſinss and My fa- 
vour which ſhall never be wanting to all My true loving Subxs, FENITS,. 
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
